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New beach chalets are 
'monstrous' 


WORK has started on the controversial new 
chalets on Monmouth Beach, Lyme Regis, 
to replace those destroyed by the storms of 
early 2013 - but their design has been dis¬ 
missed “as monstrous”. 

Eleven chalets are under construction on a new site 
on the beach which is closer to the sea than the origi¬ 
nal chalets but still near to the foot of Lyme’s creeping 
cliffs. 

The site was agreed after a previous planning appli- 
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cation was rejected by West Dorset District Council 
because the chalets would have been toon close to the 
sea and in danger of being washed away. 

The owners are paying for the new chalets and have 
also had to contribute £4,500 each towards the cost 
of a new road onto the beach. In a full year the chalet 
owners will pay a rental to the town council of 
£2,481,which includes £350 for a parking space, 
Unstable cliffs 

The design of the new chalets has been criticised by 
many, describing them “more like pods” and a far cry 
from the previous traditional design of those de¬ 
stroyed in the storms.

Among those critical of the new chalets is town, dis¬ 
trict and county councillor Daryl Turner, who has 
consistently opposed their construction on the 
grounds that lives will be endangered by the chalets’ 
proximity to the notoriously unstable cliffs. 

Writing on Facebook, Cllr Turner commented: “The 
Jurassic Coast, Lyme Regis a World Heritage Site, 
SSSI & AONB near by - makes you feel proud of the 
planning process. Was a view to die for!”

STORYTraders is a group of Bridport writers 
who meet up twice a month at Beach and 
Barnicott in Bridport. 

They have been established for almost five 
years and are a flourishing group with 20 
members and a waiting list. 

Most members were beginners when they 
joined and several have now gone on to 
have work published in anthologies or on¬ 
line and to win or be shortlisted in writing 
competitions. 

The group has also launched their first 
book this month, 'Narrative Threads', which 
is available in The Book Shop on South 
Street. 


• WHAT is the focus of Story Traders? 

The initial idea was to provide a supportive and en¬ 
couraging atmosphere in which writers could learn 
and develop, and draw inspiration from each other 
by sharing their work. From the beginning though 
we have always been about more than just meeting 
up to write. 

Of course we do that, but we have also made a 
point of being involved in community events and 
activities, sometimes initiating them ourselves and 
sometimes supporting other groups within the 
thriving creative community of Bridport. Each year 
we take part in the Bridport Open Book Festival dur¬ 
ing October, giving performances of our writing, 
and organising the Bridport Story Slam. We involve 
ourselves in local history projects. We give presen¬ 
tations of our stories to the Wl, Probus and other 
groups in the area. We have worked in local schools 
to encourage children to write poetry and we've 
joined up with local artists and singer/songwriters 
to create back-stories to their work. 

We think this sets us apart from other writing 
groups in our area, and as well as being an enjoy¬ 
able way of integrating into the Bridport commu¬ 
nity has also provided us with stimulating ideas for 
much of our writing. 

Apart from the Slam, our main focus has been our 
rope anthology. Bridport has a long history of in¬ 
volvement with the rope and net industry, and the 
story of rope in this area forms a large part of the 
display at Bridport Museum. To tie in with this (no 
pun intended!) we have produced an anthology of 
rope-related stories and poems. Some of these are 
closely connected to Bridport's history, but others 
have a much more tenuous link with the subject of 
rope, and will, we hope, surprise and delight our 
readers.

Whether it is random 
ideas, or you draw from 
your own life experi¬ 
ences, get in the habit of 
writing regularly. Read a lot and ask yourself why 
some writing holds your attention. Read your own 
work aloud and if possible join a writing group so 
that you can hear others work and exchange ideas. 

• WHAT is one of the memories members have 
from the club? 

Most members agree that the first time they read 
their own work aloud to an audience is a scary, en¬ 
joyable, memorable experience. 

• WHAT would be the typical agenda of one of

Story Traders meetings? 

A short summary and update on current writing 
projects is given. General writing news is shared. 
Members then read out their homework relating to 
the previous meetings' writing exercises. Next 
members read out their current work and there is 
an exchange of opinions and advice. This is light 
hearted, useful and constructive. We finish with a 
10-minute writing exercise.This is usually accompa¬ 
nied by a lot of groans and laughter, which usually 
reveals dozens of different ways people think. 

• WHAT do members most want out of the club? 

Writing can be a lonely business. Being part of a 
writing group who meet regularly is a real bonus, 
because almost without knowing it we support 
each other, inspire each other, with perhaps a 
twinge of competition, which encourages us all to 
do our best work. 

• TELL us a bit about'Narrative Threads'... 

It includes 16 local contributors, writing stories 
based on the theme rope. Some have been inspired 
by the history of Bridport's rope and net industry, 
others just by writing exercises that included using 
the word rope.

And town councillor Stan Williams, who chairs the 
Town Management Committee responsible for Mon¬ 
mouth Beach, has described them as “monstrous”. 

Cllr Williams claimed that few if any councillor saw 
the plans before they were submitted for approval. 

He said: “The town council made the application for 
planning permission but the design was handled by 
the chalet owners and architect. The town council 
never comments on its own applications. My commit¬ 
tee is responsible for Monmouth Beach but I certainly 
did not see the plans before they were submitted.” 

Cllr Williams said he was worried about the safety 
of those occupying the new chalets because of their 
proximity to the notorious Monmouth Beach cliffs on 
one side and the sea on the other. 

He was also concerned about “attempts being 
made” to make it a private beach and restrict access 
by the public. 

“If we have another storm like we had over the New 
Year in 2013, the chalets could be destroyed again by 
cliff falls or washed away by the sea,” he said. 

Cllr Williams thought the design of the chalets was 
out of keeping with the beach and was certainly a far 
cry from the traditional chalets which were destroyed

by the 2013 storm. Another Facebook contributor, 
Jess Douglas, described the design as “horrible and 
just disgusting”. Property developer Steve Sweet sug¬ 
gested waiting for the chalets to be completed before 
making a final judgement. 

The chalets are part of a combined planning appli¬ 
cation together with 11 new huts. 

The use of the site for chalets and beach huts has 
ben granted for three years, after which the structures 
have to be removed unless a further permission for 
their retention has been given. 

The chalets and huts can be used for holiday pur¬ 


poses only and none can be used as the occupier’s 
sole main residence. Use of the chalets is limited to 
March 1st to November 7th in each year. Plans sub¬ 
mitted with the application allow for a bed space in 
the chalets. The huts are for use as daytime beach hut 
facility only and not overnight sleeping. 

Another condition is that there shall be no addi¬ 
tional/domestic paraphernalia added beyond the 
chalet design such as decking. 

The chalet owners will not be able to make a quick 
profit on their investment as they will have to pay a 
premium to the town council if they sell. 


Drug paraphernalia at Lepers Well 

DRUG paraphernalia has recently been found at 
Lepers Well in Lyme Regis. 

Police confirmed that they had received a report 
of drug paraphernalia being found at the well on 
the Lynch pathway along the River Lim, but as 
there was no drug use or crime occurring at the 
time, the issue was passed onto Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership in order for the items to be disposed of. 

PCSO Luke White said: "Lepers Well is an area 
which is regularly patrolled by officers, and any 
crime or anti-social behaviour located is dealt 
with. However, if any anti-social behaviour or 
drug use is witnessed then we encourage people 
to call 101 at the time so that it can be dealt with."

Local Plan adopted with 
limited' development 
opportunities in Lyme 


THE West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland Local 
Plan was adopted at a full meeting of district 
councillors last Thursday (October 22nd). 

The joint local plan forms the main basis for 
making decisions on planning applications and 
sets out a long-term planning strategy and site 
proposals for housing, employment, leisure and 
infrastructure up to the year 2031. 

The plan includes a vision for Lyme Regis, 
which states that in 2031 the town will: 

• Retain its unique coastal character while de¬ 
veloping to meet local needs (as far as is possible 
within the various constraints on development), 
with a focus on affordable housing, so as to retain 
a viable mixed-age community; 

• Develop its role as a visitor and educational 
centre on the World Heritage Coast, with a strong 
identity based on its geological heritage and fossil 
interests; 

• Tackle transport issues through effective traf¬ 
fic management; 

• Adapt to the effects of global warming, due to 
the town’s position on an unstable coastline; 

• Have a positive relationship with the nearby 
village of Uplyme, with the two communities 
working together to meet their needs. 

The plan adds that development opportunities 
in and around Lyme Regis are “limited” due to 
its land instability, highway and landscape con¬ 
strains. 

However, it lists land south of Colway Lane and 
land at Woodberry Down as the main develop¬ 
ment opportunities for residential and employ¬ 
ment use. 

Lorty-six houses at Woodberry Down are cur¬ 
rently under construction, with a planning appli¬ 
cation for a further 56 under consideration. 
However, an application to demolish the former 
educational and outdoor activity centre on the 
site, which currently stands empty, and replace it 
with six more homes was recently turned down 
by the district as the plans did not include em¬ 
ployment use. Developer Bloor Homes is cur-

rently appealing this decision. 

The plan adds: “Whilst not quantified through 
a formal local housing and employment needs as¬ 
sessment, there is a local expression of need for 
housing and employment in Lyme Regis, though 
at Uplyme, as set out in the emerging East Devon 
Local Plan, local aspirations for development are 
modest. 

“West Dorset District Council will work with 
East Devon District Council, Lyme Regis Town 
Council and Uplyme Parish Council (and the 
county councils and other partners) to ensure over 
the long term that the most appropriate solutions 
to meeting local needs of both communities are 
fully understood and explored and thereafter ex¬ 
pressed in future policy documents, including 
neighbourhood plans. 

“In terms of future development patterns, Lyme 
Regis and Uplyme are considered to be suitable 
only for limited local growth, rather than strategic 
or significant growth. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, leader of West 
Dorset District Council, said: “A Joint Local Plan 
has been in development for a number of years 
and its adoption at full council is a great step for¬ 
ward. 

“The adoption of the plan will give everyone a 
much clearer understanding of where new devel¬ 
opments for housing, employment and leisure is 
intended. 

“I would like to thank all those who participated 
in this process by writing in their comments, 
coming to consultation events and appearing at 
the public examination hearings - all of this input 
has helped to shape the final plan.

One of the men, 64-year-old retired police offi¬ 
cer David Dolling, from Poole, visited the lifeboat 
station on Sunday to present the donation to 
some of the crew members who rescued him 
and his friend, John Allan, in August. 

Mr Dolling and Mr Allan, 67, from Essex, were 


trapped on rocks in darkness at Seven Rock 
Point, west of Lyme Regis, and when they re¬ 
alised they could go no further they called the 
coastguards, who requested the lifeboat be 
launched. 

Mr Dolling, who with his colleague was on a 
mapping exercise when they became trapped, 
said: "We are both very grateful to the lifeboat 
crew." 


Lifeboat launched for family cut off by tide 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew was launched on Mon¬ 
day evening to assist in the rescue of three people 
trapped by the high tide. 

The lifeboat was launched at 3.56pm following 
reports that a man, a woman and a 16-year-old boy 
were stranded between Charmouth and Golden 
Cap to the east of Lyme Regis. They were walking 
towards Charmouth and were unable to get to high 
ground as the tide came in. 

Because of the choppy conditions the lifeboat 
crew felt they could not get the three people aboard 
safely. Crew member Tom Crabbe swam 200 me¬ 
tres ashore to reassure them and help them walk to 
safety. 

Half an hour before high tide, the coastguard hel¬ 
icopter airlifted the three walkers and Tom, and 
landed them at Charmouth where they were met 
by coastguards. 

Lifeboat helm Murray Saunders said: “Because 
of the pitching swell we would not have been able 
to get the three people off the beach safely so it was 
necessary to call for the coastguard helicopter.”

Trying out everything^! HEALTH&FITNESS has to offer! 


MY fourth week at B! Health & Fitness and I got a taster for some of the classes on offer. I started on Monday morning at 9:15am with 
RIGorous. What a way to start the week that is! It's a bit like circuits but using the equipment in and around the rig on the gym floor. 
We had a group of nine people in the class and so had nine different stations to move around with a 40 second work out on each. I 
managed the first two circuits relatively comfortably but the third and fourth times round were a real challenge! I won't lie, it is tough, 
but you can go at your own pace and Craig, who took the class, is full of encouragement and helps you push yourself as much as you 
can. 

Tuesday at 6pm was Shape and Tone with Duncan in the fitness studio, which was another great class. It wasn't as intense as RIGorous 
but it was still a really great workout. The class was an hour long but broken down into different sections, starting with legs, then 
moving on to chest, arms, shoulders and abs so it works the whole body. I was a little achy from RIGorous the day before but after 
Shape and Tone I actually felt much better. 

I was back again on Wednesday for Power Burn, also at 6pm with Duncan as the usual instructor Cheryl was on holiday. I had been 
warned by some of the others that Power Burn was really hard work, and they weren't joking. I'm not sure I have ever sweat quite as 
much as I did during that class. The best thing about the class is that it works totally against your own body weight. It's a really intense 
CV (cardio vascular) workout and is a very popular class (despite Duncan's very dubious choice of music!) as you certainly burn a lot of 
calories in those 45 minutes. 

Even though the classes are really hard work, they are only as hard as you push yourself.There is no pressure to keep up with everyone, 
you can go at your own pace and if it is too much you can have a little break then join back in when you're ready. There were times 
when I wanted to stop but I found being in a group environment encourages you to push each other on.There's a really good atmos¬ 
phere in all the classes, the instructors make it a lot of fun and there's a really friendly group of people that go regularly who every day 
asked me how I was finding each class, which was really nice. That really is one of the things that in my opinion makes B! Health & 
Fitness such a great place to work out. Everyone is so friendly at the atmosphere in the gym and the classes is great. It makes you want 
to come back, which when it comes to staying fit and healthy is definitely a very good thing! 

I had Thursday as a rest day but was feeling really good and was back in on Friday for a full body personal training session to end the 
week. For the first time in a while I had no muscle soreness, despite some very vigorous classes earlier in the week, a sure sign that my 
strength and fitness are improving, aided of course by plenty of sleep and a healthy diet. Friday's session was brilliant. Tough, but 
brilliant! For the first time I could really see how I have improved and I managed to shoulder press twice the weight I did to start with 
which gave me a real buzz. Duncan pushed me through some CV work to finish the session on the bike doing interval sprints, which 
again was an area where having him there as a personal trainer made such a massive difference. It allowed me to focus on keeping the 
speed up over 120 revolutions per minute throughout the sprint intervals while he watched the clock and pushed me through it. 

I was obviously pretty exhausted after the session but I felt so good. I know I have made huge improvements over the last 2 weeks 
and the personal training has played a big part in that. It's been really intense but the sense of achievement and general well-being 
that I have now is immense. 

I'm going back in on Monday for a final fitness test to see what impact the last 4 weeks has had on me. I'm confident the results will 
back up how good I'm feeling!

William “Bill” Marsh was born in Tilehurst, 
Reading, in 1916 and joined the Royal Berkshire 
Regiment in 1937. The e-book, written from Bill’s 
perspective, tells the story of how he fought and 
won a valour medal in one of history’s little spo¬ 
ken about battles - the Battle of the River Dyle in 
1940. 

He was one of the soldiers not to be rescued at 
Dunkirk and, left for dead, was captured and in¬ 
carcerated in Stalag VIIIB in Poland, where he 
was brutally treated and witnessed scenes of sick¬ 
ening depravity. 

Bill volunteered for outside working parties; 
changing the course of rivers, logging, making 
quick lime and loading trains, and in a bizarre turn 
of events was rescued by a German guard from a 
concentration camp. 

As the war drew to a close, he escaped to Prague 
to witness the civilian uprising and was smuggled 
out of the city in the back of a truck before being 
eventually flown back to England in a Lancaster 
bomber. 

Bill spent his latter years in Lyme Regis and died 
in 1986. 

At the end of his wartime journal, he wrote: “In 
the winter of 1939,1 was walking with the Ser¬ 
geant Major when I picked up an English shilling. 
The Sergeant Major said, ‘That means you’ll get 
back home’. He was right, but it took six years!” 

The anecdote is where Bill’s son Keith took the 
name of his e-book from. 

Speaking on the process of writing the book, 
Keith, who also served in the Army, said: “It was 
in 2009 that I rediscovered the wartime account 
that my father had written some 40 years earlier in 
response to me and my brother pestering him to 
share stories of his combat experiences during the 
Second World War. We knew the stories existed 
and in that respect we were lucky, if you can call 
it that. 

Mr Marsh explained that his father barely spoke 
about his experiences serving in WWII. He and his 
younger brother Ian first heard his stories after Ian 
broke his leg, aged 12, and Bill told him about the 
war to keep him entertained during his three- 
month hospital stay. 

“I also found photographs, original documents 
and his, mine and my brother’s notes made at the 
time. That started a journey for me that finished in 
2013,” Mr Marsh added. 

“The more I read his journal, the more intrigued 
I became. It was as if I was discovering a com¬ 
pletely different man from the father I had 
grown up with... where was the mild- 
mannered, gentle-natured man I 
loved in this story of bloody, 
hand-to-hand fighting, breathtak¬ 
ing bravery and desperate survival? 

“I spoke to surviving family members to 
flesh out his early life and went to see the curator 
of his Regimental Museum, which supplied me

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with the War Diaries and relevant maps covering 
the period from the outbreak of the war, the 
Phoney War, winning his military medal on the 
River Dyle, to the time of his capture. 

“My brother and I then went to Prance and Bel¬ 
gium, visited the villages he had styed in during 
the Phoney War and then drove along the route the 
regiment took to the battle positions on the Dyle. 
We then used the campaign maps supplied by the 
museum and stood in what was left of the slit 
stenches to imagine what is must have been like 
on the evening of May 13 th 1940, as the Germans 
attacked for the first time. 

“More research followed and, even though I ob¬ 
viously couldn’t ask him directly, I found myself 
answering my own questions with my father’s 
voice. Almost without thinking, as my notes and 
experiences grew, I started the book. It was only 
ever intended to be for the family but, as it grew, I 
was encouraged to seek a winder audience. 

“I have found the whole experience both adsorb¬ 
ing and addictive. In fact, I have now started a new 
book based on my grandfather’s experiences in the 
Great War. He was also a Royal Berkshire and 
won the Distinguished Conduct Medal at Loos 
in 1915.”

Despite hailing from the op¬ 
posite side of the UK, Charles 
spends a lot of time in Dorset 
as his partner, Debbie Snook, 
lives in Wooton Fitzpaine, near 
Lyme Regis. 

Having published guide¬ 
books on various locations 
since 1991, since which over 
90,000 copies have been sold, 
Debbie challenged Charles to 
write one on her home county, 
having found there were no 
books which matched his 
comprehensive and detailed 
style in the local area.

Art society demo on 'Buildings with Attitude' 


“Buildings with Attitude” painted by an 
“artist with attitude”, as she described her¬ 
self, was the subject of Lyme Regis Art So¬ 
ciety’s latest demonstration. 

Annette Burkitt has only began painting 
for eight years ago but says it takes that long 
to develop your own style and favourite 
medium. She uses gouache because it is un¬ 
popular and she chooses to be different. 

In her demonstration, Annette worked 
from a photo of Broad Street in Lyme Regis 
and had already prepared a line drawing 
ready for paint. She advised members to for¬ 
get about perspective when sketching but to 
just put in what they saw. 

Using a palette of about eight colours - 
turquoise, brown, pink, Prussian blue, a 
flame red, lemon yellow, Naples yellow and 
white - she began by scrubbing a layer of a 
peach mix of Naples yellow, pink and white 
over the entire picture. Some bright Crimson 


went on as well by mistake but she found 
this exciting and built it into the colour 
scheme. 

This dried quickly - one of the advantages 
of gouache - and she was able to sketch in 
lines of Prussian blue and crimson to indi¬ 
cate black shadow areas. The lightest areas 
followed with a huge swirl of dark cloud. 
This was not in the photo but Annette 
strongly believes that, for an artist, the pic¬ 
ture is more important than the reality be¬ 
cause it can enchant people or at least 
capture their interest. 

After tea, Annette enhanced areas using 
candle wax resist overlaid with water-solu¬ 
ble aquatint pastels, emphasising the dark 
turquoise shadows and bringing touches of 
Naples yellow to the highlights. As she fin¬ 
ished the picture she ensured a balance of 
colours with the dominant turquoise re¬ 
peated in various places and the lights and 



darks giving depth and form to the image. 

The society meets on alternate Tuesdays in 
the Woodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm and 
the next demonstration is November 3rd 
when Max Hale shows still life painting in 
watercolour.

At this point I would like to thank Damory for 
providing a local service into the town to ensure 
the old and infirm could get their necessities. A 
great job under difficult circumstances. 

Also, it is nearly half term and we await the next 
couple of weeks with keen anticipation. Is this farce 
nearly over and will we all live happily ever after?
